Mr. David Brownlie, B.Sc., 
writing in the Spectator, declares that, 
even without legislation, substantial 
progress is being made in the abatement 
of the smoke nuisance which has ‘been 
produced hitherto by the annual consump- 
tion of some 187,000,000 tons of coal in 
Great Britain. He says that, as a result 
of improved methods of combustion, about 
25 per cent. of factory chimneys already 


‘give little or no smoke. Two common 


causes of black smoke are lack of efficient 
draught and inadequate methods of firing, 
and the remedies for these faults are 
simple and well known. Pulverised fuel 
firing, which eliminates smoke altogether, 
has made enormous advances in the last 
four years. About 50 per cent. of the 
smoke of the country is due to. household 
fires, and Mr. Brownlie thinks that one 
half of this volume of smoke could be 
removed by a general introduction of the 
system of central heating. His real remedy, 
however, is the universal adoption of 
electricity lor all the purposes of lighting 
and cooking in the home. It is certain, 
indeed, that the smoke nuisance soon will 
be a thing of the past, and that coming 
generations will be mystified by English 
literature’s many references to the peril 
and romance of London fogs.

In the opinion of the highest authorities 


here, Egypt has now passed the acute stage | i 


of a crisis which will necessarily be pro- 
longed, until after the elections, two or 

' three months hence. The murder of Sir 
Lee Stack was not the cause of that crisis, 
but only one of its incidents. Even with- 
out it, the fall of Zaghlul Pasha was 
inevitable. The assassination of the Sirdar 
and the mutiny in the Sudan were parts | 
of a vast scheme of villainy, concerning 
which important new evidence is now in 
British hands, 

Fortunately, if I may use the word in. 
such a connection, they both occurred 
prematurely. They precipitated things. 
Although valuable lives have been sacri- 
ficed, Egypt has been spared horrors 
which only those with inside knowledge 
are able adequately to visualise. 

It is possible to-day to regard the future 
with qualified hope—Lord Allenby him- 
self, I have reason to believe, shares this 
view—but, if the hope is to be realised, 
certain facts must be stated immediately 
and with frankness. 


The time is coming, of course, when a 
civilian will have to rep a soldier, as 
Great Britain’s chief representative in Egypt. 
But that time is not yet, though in the mean- 
time a campaign for Lord Allenby’s removal 
is going on. Lord Allenby’s critics among 
the British colony here are astonishingly 
numerous and severe, but some among them 
agree that he should, at any rate, be allowed 
to finish his task. 

Lord Allenby and a few—not all—of his 
edvisers are still firmly trusted in Egypt, 
even by the Zaghlulists. A newcomer would 
not. have that advantage. The best thing 
that one can wish for Ravin is that the in- 
evitable storm of the- coming elections shall 
be followed by a year of lull, during which 
heads on both sides may cool in preparation 
for the task of hammering out an Anglo- 
Egyptian settlement. Wye 

I predict, confidently, that there will be 
no. discussions within a shortér period. . It 
is wholly untrue that any assurances have 
been given by Lord Allenby regarding Great 
Britain’s readiness to reconsider her attitude. 
The only foundation for this s is that 
Sidky Pasha, who called on ‘Lord Allenby 
before accepting office as Minister of the In- 
tcrior was told that Great Britain was ani- 
mated by nothing but the friendliest feelings 
towards the Egyptian people. 

It is certainly from Egypt that the first: 
advances will have to come. In no case will 
there be any wavering on the four points re- 
served under the British declaration of 1922. 

I am able, however, to outline broadly a 
scheme, whereunder,' in the opinion of some 
of the clearest minds on the spot, agreement 
might be reached on these difficult issues, I 
give it point by point. 

& Protection of Imperial communications.

Incidentally this would help 
to meet point number one, since Egypt, 
without necessarily being called upon 
to make any serious contribution, would 
be brought in the field beside us, were 
Great Britain engaged in a war, and

To be administered by 
Great Britain under a League of 
Nations mandate. 

Regarding the last point, opinion even, I 
believe, in official cireles, is sharply divided, 
but the mandate idea is gaining support. 
The dispatch of a League Inquiry Commis- 
sion, however, is held to be entirely inad- 
missible, indeed, one high authority told me 
it would provoke revolution. " :

Every treaty or international engage- 
ment entered into hereafter by any mem- 
ber of the League shall be forthwith 
registered with the Secretariat, and shall, 
as soon as possible, be published by it. 
No such treaty or international engage- 
ment shall be binding until so registered. 

In the view of the British Government, 
the Irish Treaty does not come within the 
scope of this article. The relations of the 
Irish Free State to the rest of the world 
has been the subject of discussion in the 
Dail in recent months. A number of 
deputies claimed that in its Treaty- 
making powers, Southern Ireland was a 
mother country, and in évery way co-equal 
with Great Britain. | 

Dail deputies have quoted the example 
of Canada, which objected to the ratifica-

ENNISKILLEN, Sunday. 
‘From Armagh the Boundary Commis- 


| sioners: yesterday transferred their head- 
| quarters to Enniskillen. They are staying 


about a mile and a half outside the town, 
in a private house overlooking Upper 


Lough Erne. 
On their way from Armagh they visited 
Monaghan and Clones, and devoted the 
ter part of the afternoon to a tour of the 
Reodee, extending from a point norta of 
Lecky Bridge to a point on the Redhills 
road where the Counties of Cavan, Fer- 
managh and Monaghan meet. 
This probably will be one of the most diffi- 
cult areas with which the Commission will 
have to deal. It is the most intricate sector 
of the border. The boundaries of the three 
counties dovetail here in such a peculiar posi- 
tion that, for instance, one important main 
road—that from Rosslea, in Fermanagh, to 
Redhills, in Cavan—zig-zags through the terri- 
tories of the two Governments to the number 


of about half a dozen times. 


EFFECT OF RAIDS. 

The Commissioners’ tour of this area ves- 
terday must have reminded them of some- 
thing in the nature of a jig-saw puzzle. It 
was ‘this section that suffered most trom tne 
border raids a couple of years ago. ‘ertain 
loyalists of:the Fermanagh portion of the urea 
were kidnapped and taken into the Free 
Stite, with the result that, as a measure of 
precaution, the Northern authorities ordered 
the destruction of about half a dozen bridges 
on the River. Finn. None of these have yet 
been tepaired. The three principal ones de- 
istroyed were the McEntees Bridge, on the 
Redhills road, the Quiney Bridge and Keady 
Bridge, north of Clones. Trenches had been 
made at various points, and to-day there is 
only one main thoroughfare open—the road 
from Clones to Enniskillen, via Newtown- 
butler. .The conditions now existing in the 
portions’ of the area to which I refer have 
ruined several fine markets, and destroyed the 
trade of what were progressive little busi- 
ness towns some years ago. 

The inconvenience caused by the establish- 
méfié “of a Customs barrier is the subject of 
much complaint, ard the peopie declare that. 
life. is hardly worth living under the new 
conditions. Only a person thoroughly con- 
versant with these conditions—and the know- 
ledge cannot be gained by a casual visit to 
the area—can understand the extraordinary 
situation which the creation of the present 
boundary here has developed. What with the 
| establishment of the Customs barrier and the 
\destroyed bridges, it is not uncommon for the 
\inhabitants of a particular village to make 
their purchases in a town across the border,
